A telegram from Field 
Marshall Sir John French, 
commander of the expedition- 
ary forces of the British on the 
continent, appraised = Earl 
Kitchener, secretary of the 
state for war, of the death of 
England's great soldier, The 
telegram read : 

“I deeply regret to tell you 
that Lord Roberts died at 8 
o'clock this (Saturday) eveniny.” 

Field Marshal Roberts, who 
was colonal-in-chief of the Tn-

on Thursday, and pneumonin 
rapidly developed. His great 
nye, 82 years, greatly militated 
augninst his recovery. 

He was the most popular 
military figure in Breat Brit.

On 73 of the farms, 
there were no implement sheds 
of any description. On 21 of 
the farms, sheds large enough 
to cover a part of the imple- 
ments were found, in most 
cases this being only a bugyy 
or a democrat, but not on one 
single farm was the machinery 
all housed. Not one farmer 
was found who painted his im- 
plements to protect them from 
the weather. 

In Manitoba only 14 out of 94 
kept their machinery under 
cover during winter, while 44 
claim to keep a part of it inside. 
On 34 of the Manitoba farms no 
provision whatever is made for 
protecting implements, and 
only four claim to have done
